Madrid, June 29 (A P ).— After being missing for more than a 
week the Spanish trans-Atlantic aviators, Major Burion Franc*, 
and three companions, have been picked up at sea bv the British 
airplane carrier Eagle and today were being taken to Gibraltar. 
The Spanish Ministry of State made the annonaement first, 
•fating it had received a message that the Eagle had picked up the 
m issing aviators. 
Later messages from London said the British admiralty had 
announced the Eagle had found the missing men al! alive and well. 
The reports occasioned the greatest jubilee here wh*n the govern­ 
ment and the men’s friends had all but given up ho;* for them. 
The aviators had been missing more than 2t hours before it 
was acknowledged they had failed to reach the Azores, first stop 
in their projected flight to New York. 
Had Discontinued Search 
Friday of this week the Spanish government announced it had 
very little hope left that the aviators were alive and was discon­ 
tinuing its search. 
The Eagle had been loaned for the hunt by 
the British admiralty at the request of the Spanish .overnment. 
First reports said the ’plane was in kckI conubium but later 
it was said to be badly damaged. 
News of the safe discovery of the four men spread quickly and 
the s t r e e t s of the capital were filled w ith excited cr rads jubilant 
over the tidings. 
There were scenes of ut moat rejoicing and relief 
from tension on every side.

Body of Woman 


I Found Near York 


I Springs Identified 
As Mrs. C. Weiss 


Deaf And Dumb Husband Of Dead Woman Is 
Held By State Police Pending Further 
Investigation And Check-up Of His 
Movements Since Last Saturday. 


With identity of the nude body of a woman, found 
on the hanks of fiermudian creek, near York Springs, 
Friday, partially established as Mrs. Clara Weiss, 28, of 
Harrisburg, reported missing since last Saturday even­ 
ing. Clarence A. Weiss, 29. a deaf mute, husband of the 
missing woman, was in custody of state police here today 
after he viewed the body at the morgue at the Adams 
county home. 
Corporal William Kasparvich, of the state police, 
in charge of the investigation, said no formal charge has 
been laid against Weiss, pending a checkup of his move­ 
ments since last Saturday evening. 
Weiss was held 
primarily, the officer said, because he admits being the 
last person to have seen his wife. 
Identified By Sister 
Because Weiss is unable to hear or speak, state 
police had considerable difficulty in learning from him 
whether or not he believed the body to be that of his 
wife, hut from a sister of the dead woman, Mrs. Sarah 
Alwine. of Hummelstown, who also viewed the body, the 
authorities obtained the statement that she believed the 
corpse to be that of Mrs. Weiss. 
Mrs. Alwine based her identity of the body on the 
siae and estimated weight of the corpse and on the teeth, 
which were rather broad in front, with a separation be­ 
tween two front teeth in the upper jaw. Corporal Kas­ 
parvich said. 
Another sister of Mrs. Weiss, Mrs. David Donnelly. 
of Boiling Springs, was expected to view the body this 
afternoon in an effort to establish positive identification. 
Mrs. Donnelly and Mrs. Weiss resembled in several par­ 
ticulars. such as hair, teeth, eyes and complexion, Mrs.
